of ending his life, died shortly 
before 2 o’clock this afternoon 
at the county hospital. 


A fter saturating his clothing w ith 
gasoline about 8 o’clock th is morn- 
ning. Sam uel Passam aneck. proprie­ 
to r of a cafe at Brea, set him self 
afire jum ped into his autom obile ami 
drove it about IOO feet into an open 
field near Brea. 
John Burgul st, a rancher, working 
In th e field, sow the "hum an to rch ” 
and rushed toward him. By the tim e 
B urquist had reached the m achine 
P assam aneck had brought it to a 
atop. 
T he flam ing man threw him self 
out upon tho ground and w as w rith­ 
ing in agony when B urquist tore an 
overcoat from the m an's body and 
beat out th e flames. 
H elp w as summoned and the in­ 
jured m an was taken to the county 
hospital. H e is badly burned and no 
hope is held out for his recovery. 
Passam aneck regained 
conscious­ 
ness at the hospital long enough to 
tel* 
Dr. H arry E. Zaiser and the 
nurses his story. He said th a t he 
sought to die because he Celt th at 
he w as a failure in life and w as con­ 
sequently disgraced. 
Leaves Note for W ife 
He told Dr. Zaiser th at he had left 
a note a t his home for his wife and 
an o th er note addressed to a bank 
w here he had an account. P assam an­ 
eck sm oked six cigarettes w hile he 
told his story. He insisted that he de­ 
liberately planned 
self 
destruction 
and th a t be wanted to die. 
T he would-be suicide is burned al­ 
m ost to a crisp, according to Dr. 
Zaiser. Both the doctor and nurses 
ire surprised th at Passam aneck ever 
regained consciousness and declare 
th at his vitality is rem arkable. He is 
txpected to die at any m oment. 
P a ssa m a n e c k left home early this 
room ing a fter kissing his wife and 
th ree children. 
H is wife said th at 
w hen he smarted to kiss the baby 
w ho w as asleep she cautioned him 
not to aw aken it. 
"I w ant to kiss her once m ore,” 
he answ ered. 
Mrs. Passam aneck says he then 
w ent to the bureau aud slipped som e­ 
thing into one oi itB com partm ents. 
She asked him w hat he w as doing 
and he answ ered th at he w as ju st 
p u tting som e papers away. P a ssa­ 
m aneck then jum ped into his car 
and started tow ard Fullerton. 
Find Gasoline Canteens 
lie w as driving on Laurel avenue, 
betw een C edar and Elm, on the out­ 
sk irts of Brea, when he enacted the 
tragedy. Officers who recovered the 
autom obile say th at three em pty can­ 
tee n s w ere found at the point on the 
read w here he set him self afire. All 
of th ese had contained gasoline and 
som e of th e liquid had been spilled 
ok th e road. 
Shortly after Passam aneck left his 
hom e h is wife opened the bureau 
draw er and found a note addressed to 
h er indicating th at her husband con­ 
tem plated suicide. The snbstar.ee of 
th e note w as th at life w as a burden, 
th at he w as despondent and th at he 
“ could not stand it any longer.” 
A nother note was found by the 
w ife addressed to a Brea bank in 
w hich Passam aneck 
had 
deposited 
funds. According to Mrs. P assam an­ 
eck h er husband was not in any fi­ 
nancial trouble, in fact, they w ere 
in b e tte r circum stances than ever 
before. 
H er husband, she said, had 
com plained som ewhat of pains in his 
head. 
Drives to Fan Flames 
Officers from Brea assisted Bur­ 
q uist in getting Passam aneck to the 
county hospital.

Department of Agri­ 
culture estimated today- 
Thd grand total cost#of road build­ 
ing projects that have been approv­ 
ed and are awaiting completion is 
$622,000,000. 
In other words, 
this 
amount may be spent during the 
next year if the work is pushed. 
This includes amounts allotted 
by 
the federal government, the states, 
counties and cities. 
Estimating that sixty per cent of 
the cost of road building is a labor 
charge, H. D. Fairbank, 
editor of 
the 
Department 
of 
Agriculture’s 
mad magazine, pointed out that this 
would make approximately $375,000,- 
OOO available for hiring unemployed. 
This amount, he estimated, 
would 
provide employment for 300,000 men 
the greater part of the year. 
Between 20 OOO and 25,000 miles of 
road can be built if all tho money Is 
expended.

another, thereby lengthening his useful life 75 per cent. 
To the question, 
“Can we afford an autom obile? 
the most pert­ 
inent answer is: “ Can w e afford not to have it? 
It all depends on the value of a m an’s tim e and 
effort. 
It de­ 
pends also on the valu e of hif work, o f p eace o f mind and health— 
an autom obile contributes to both. 
O nce a m an, seeing a farmer feeding raw corn to a pig, asked: 
you boiled the corn, that pig could digest it 
‘‘D on’t you know that if 
tw ice as q u ickly?” 


The farmer replied: 
‘W hat difference does it m ake to me or the 
pig how much tim e he takes digesting the corn? ’ 
Only the m an who classes him self with the pig, who decides that his 
tim e is'o f no value, will hesitate about an autom obile if he is able to 
get it. 
To continue using bow and arrow after guns were invented w ould 
be no more foolish than to neglect the developm ent of your energy and 
efficiency by doing w ithout an autom obile, which is the necessary part­ 
ner o f every able m an’s effort, and “ tie that binds” every fam ily. 
To use your car carefully and w isely is com m on sense. 
T o run it 
yourself, if you are able, and to understand it thoroughly yourself is 
the Am erican w ay. 
There are W estern cities where a m an, no m atter 
how rich, unless an invalid, would be asham ed to have a chauffeur do 
nothing but drive him around and look after his car.
